Commencement 

ti honorary doctorates and 83 
bachelor’s degrees were confer- 

red at Commencement exercises here 

Monday morning, June 2, as the 

76th year closed with an emphasis 

on the arts. 

Charles M. Steese, director of the 
State Museum of Pennsylvania, re- 
ceived an honorary Doctor of Let- 
ters, and Miss Mary Jane Wyland, 
retiring professor of education at the 
Pennsylvania State College, was 
awarded an honorary Doctor of 
Laws for her ‘wide influence on 
public and collegiate education in 
Pennsylvania.” 

Emphasizing the theme of the ex- 
- ercises, Dr. Philip R. Adams, direc- 
tor of the Cincinnati Art Museum, 
urged “a greater familiarity with the 
still vital stuff of history, the arts.” 
He maintained that the arts are “a 
reserve of strength .. . real and pres- 
sent” which might help to bring 
about the stability of state required 
in this “crashing, buffeting torrent 
of history.” 

President Calvert N. Ellis con- 
ferred bachelor’s degrees on 41 men 
and 42 women.

The Indians knocked off Lebanon 
Valley, Elizabethtown and Susque- 
hanna twice each and _ registered 
single triumphs over Frostburg, Md. 
STC, Lycoming, Indiana STC and 
Lock Haven STC. They lost to Al- 
bright, Indiana, Dickinson and 
Bucknell. 


The Juniata golfers, although 
bumped three times in dual matches

Dr. Gaius M. Brumbaugh Dies in Washington 


Dr. Gaius M. Brumbaugh, prominent Washington, D.C., physician and honora 
chairman of the board of trustees of Juniata College, died Wednesday, May 14, 1952, after 


a lifetime of service to his college. 


One of three members of the first graduating class in 1879, Dr. Brumbaugh had 
served 40 years as an active member of the board and was chairman from 1936 to 1948. 


He died in Washington at the age of 90. 

Memorial services were conducted by 
President Calvert N. Ellis on May 17. 

Born near Huntingdon, Pa., on May 7, 
1862, Gaius Marcus Brumbaugh was the 
son of Dr. Andrew B. and Maria F. Brum- 
baugh. Dr. Brumbaugh was a Huntingdon 
physician who with two cousins, H. B. 
Brumbaugh and J. B. Brumbaugh, was re- 
sponsible for the founding of Juniata Col- 
lege on April 17, 1876. 

Dr. Gaius Brumbaugh was one of the 
first three students of the college and a 
member of the first graduating class in 1879. 
He received a master of science degree in 
1898 from Juniata College and a LittD de- 
gree in 1926 from Juniata. 

Like his father, Dr. Brumbaugh devoted 
his life to the practice of medicine. He re- 
ceived M.D. degrees from Howard Univer- 
sity in 1885 and from University of George- 
town in 1888. 

Dr. Brumbaugh was a long time member 
pf the American Medical] Association and a 
life member of the Medical Society of the 
District of Columbia. For 14 years he was 
lecturer in the National Training School for 
Nurses at Sibley Memorial Hospital. He 
was on the preferred professional lists of 
seven hospitals of Washington, D.C. 

In addition to his medical work, Dr. 
Brumbaugh had also been a teacher in the 
public schools of Pennsylvania and assistant 
chief in the Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the Department of Agriculture. 

The father of Dr. Brumbaugh was secre- 
tary of the Board of Trustees of Juniata 
College for many years and was succeeded 
by his son as a member of the Board in 
1908. Dr. Brumbaugh became chairman in 
1936 and held this position until his resig- 
nation in June, 1948, because of ill health. 
At the same time he was unanimously elect- 
ed honorary chairman of the Board on 
which he had served for 40 years. 

Dr. Brumbaugh had been editor of the 
National Genealogical Society Quarterly for 
26 years and published a number of vol- 
umes in his hobby of genealogy. A portion 
of the latter are: Genealogies of the Brum- 
baugh and of the Fouse families; “Swiss Em- 
igrants to the American Colonies in the 
Eighteenth Century,” in two volumes (This 
work was based on Swiss archive material 
and was used by the federal government in

The distinguished physician held mem- 
bership in the Abracadabra Club and the 
Pennsylvania German Society. For some 
years, Dr. Brumbaugh had given two sci- 
ence prizes of $100 each in memory of his 
parents to Juinata College students who 
graduate with distinction in biology, chem- 
istry or physics. 

Dr. Brumbaugh and Catherine Elliott 
Brown were married on October 1, 1889. 
Mrs. Brumbaugh is a graduate of Elmira 
College and holds office in many national 
and state societies. ‘They had one son, Elli- 
ott Frank, who teaches industrial art in the 
Alice Deal Junior High School in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Another son, Charles Andrew, 
is deceased. 

In addition to his son, Dr. Brumbaugh is 
survived by a sister Mrs. Alfred P. Silver- 
thorn of Sebring, Fla. Mrs. Silverthorn is 
the former Cora Brumbaugh and a gradu- 
ate of Juniata. Three grandchildren also 
survive, one of whom is Peggy Brumbaugh, 
Chevy Chase, Md., a junior at Juniata.

Norman J. Brumbaugh, professor of chem- 
istry emeritus, is a first cousin. 

In 1946 Dr. C. C. Ellis, president emeritus 
of Juniata College, in his book “Juniata 
College—the History of Seventy Years, 1876- 
1946,” said of Dr. Brumbaugh, “he is round- 
ing out a lifetime of service for the insti- 
tution in which he has been a vital factor 
from its very inception.” As president of 
the Board of Trustees for 12 years, he en- 
deavored to help consummate those ideals 
for which his father, Dr. Andrew B. Brum- 
baugh, had in his first vision of Juniata 
College.
